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‘Why Johnny 
Can’t Read’ 


Johnny now is back in school. 
Also Mary. 

And presumably we soon shall 
be hearing the 
all-t o o-familiar 
Plaint that 
Johnny can’t 
read. Mary 
can’t read 
either, for that 
matter. But, for 
some reason 
the propagan- 
dists have 

| concentrated 
oe on Johnny. 

Truth is, Johnny and Mary 

are reading in greater numbers 
than ever before in our history 
insofar as totals are concerned. 
But the population keeps expand- 
ing with great acceleration, 
somewhat liké the stars in our 
ever-extending universe. And 
there is a shocking, increasing 
percentage of school children, 
and college graduates, who can’t 
read. They don’t spell well 
either. 

There will be those frustrated 

parents who will blame this 


failure on the teachers, or the 
system. We will hear, even 
though it come under the head- 
ing ‘‘ad nauseum,’’ more of fhe 
debate which took place in the 
last school year. This was the 
dispute between adherents of the 
phonetic system and the newer 
(and better) sight-reading meth- 
ods. 

Now to get down to the meat 
in the coconut. 


Sham 


Dr. Gordon Dupee, president 
of the Great Books Foundation, 
declares the  phonetics-sight- 
reading controversy to be 
“utterly a sham.”’ The victory, 
he suggests, will not be won on 
that battlefield at all. His 
article appeared recently in the 
Saturday Review. 

Plato observed 
ries ago, wrote Dupee, that 
‘what is honored in a country 
will be cultivated there.”’ 

We might, he continued, apply 
the inescapable truth of this 
conclusion to the modern scene. 
If we do, we realize Johnny (and 
Mary, too) are#likely to do 
what is honored in his own home 
and what is honored in the so- 
ciety of which he is becoming 
aware. 

This very simple sentence 
from Plato could be applied to 
many aspects of our life, secular 
and spiritual. One reason for 
the national sense of uneasiness 
and insecurity in this period of 
employment and high wages 
may be that we have been hon- 
oring the wrong things at home 
and in the nation. We starve 
our poets, painters and musi- 
cians. We make almost a reli- 
gion out of conformity in thought 
and possessions. But, that is 
another story. 

The major reason Johnny 
can’t- read is that his parents 
can't . . or don’t. Reading 
and books are not honored in 
his home. 


Books 


Mr. Dupee notes that if John- 
ny’s parents don’t read he prop- 
erly feels there is no reason to 

-do so himself. Johnny knows 
television programs don’t cease 
when he goes to bed. He also 
knows his parents don’t then 
switch off the set and turn to 
books. 

Certain statistics are offered 
by Mr. Dupee. 

A quarter of all college gradu- 
ates didn’t read a book last year. 
A total of 25,000 persons are 
enrolled in the Great Books pro- 
gram. Mickey Spillane has sold 
more than 25,000,000 copies. 

Most of the adult reading is 
“escape.”’ It is on this level the 
bulk of the American book mar- 
ket rests. Johnny, not yet being 
up to Mickey Spillane, ‘‘escapes”’ 
through TV. — 

In England, where schooling 
is much less universal than here, 
the Gallup Poll found 55 per cent 
of the people could be found, at 
any time, to be in the process of 
reading a book. In the United 
States the figure is 17 per cent. 

Forty per cent of the homes in 
America today are without book 
shelves or bookcases. And, to be 
sure, it does not follow that 
books in bookshelves are read. 
Only 13 out of each 100 citizens 
borrow books from the public 
library. Of the books read by 
this tiny total, 88 per cent are 
graded as low-level material, 
five per cent good, seven per 
cent intermediate. 

What is honored in the home? 
And in the nation? 

Is it any wonder many

“ATMOSPHERE GOOD” 

He described the atmosphere 
at the third meeting between the 
committee and the Egyptian 
President as ‘‘very good.”’ 


“We haven't started attacking 
each other yet,’’ he asserted. 

The strict orders of secrecy he 
had imposed upon members of 
tne committee made it impossible 
to get any kind of comment from 
the delegates of the other four 
nations, the United States, Iran, 
Sweden and Ethiopia. The Egyp- 
tians also had clamped a tight lid 
on information coming directly 
from the presidency, where the 
talks are held. 

It had been expected however 
that Nasser would give Egypt’s 
side of the story tonight after 
having heard explanations by 
Menzies last night of the 18- 
nation proposal drafted by the 
London conference calling for in- 
ternational control of the Suez 
Canal. 


FIRM STAND 


It is believed Nasser made 
clear to the committee points 
beyond which he will not com- 
promise to reach a peaceful set- 
tlement of the crisis. Thé niain 
point is certain to be that he will 
refuse any proposal that would 
directly infringe on Egypt’s sov- 
ereignty and the right to owner- 
ship of the Suez Canal. 

A spokesman for the committee 
said Nasser spoke first for about 
40 minutes, outlining his position. 

Then for the first time the talks 
took on the aspect of a round- 
table discussion in which all par- 
ties talked over the various points 
of difference between the Western 
proposal and Nasser’s stand, the 
spokesman said. 

Until tonight the action was ex- 
clusively between’ Menzies and 
Nasser, with the others merely 
looking on.

150,000 Students Jam 
Crowded Schools Here 


Almost 150,000 students jammed into the crowded 
schools of Atlanta, Fulton and DeKalb on the first day of 
the new school year Tuesday. 


School administrators predicted 
the enrollment will swell to 160,- 
000 by the end of the school year. 


DOUBLE SESSIONS 

The Atlanta and DeKalb sys- 
tems are utilizing every available 
space — churches, auditoriums, 
Boy Scout huts, health clinics— 
for classrooms. Both systems also 
have scheduled double sessions 
at a number of schools. 

The Fulton system has sched- 
uled double sessions at only two 
schools (Conley Hills and Russell 
High in East Point) but has a big 
job redistributing students to va- 
rious schools in order to have 
classrooms for all of them. 

Auditoriums: and libraries are 
being used as classrooms, but 
Fulton School Superintendent Paul 
West said no off-campus build- 
ings will be used. 

96,000 IN CITY 

Superintendent of Atlanta 
Schools Ira Jarrell estimated the 
city’s enrollment at about 96,000. 
She said it would swell to 112,000 
by the end of the year. 

‘“‘We are short 787 classrooms,” 
she said. “There are about 20,- 
000 children out of classrooms— 
that is, they are attending double 
sessions or are attending class in 
churches, Scout huts, recreation 
buildings or health centers.”’ 

Miss Jarrell said the first day 
of school ‘‘went off smoothly.”’ 
She attributed this largely to the 
fact that this is the first year the 
school system has operated with 
six districts, each staffed with an 
area superintendent. 

‘‘We have five new schools this 
year,”’ Miss Jarrell said, ‘‘and 
conditions are about the same as 
last year. However, unless we

Slavery Still Practiced 


On Arabian Peninsyla 


It was the worldwide revulsion against 
slavery which made it impossible for the 
Confederate States of America to receive 
full support from Great Britain or other 
world powers. The weight of being on 
the wrong side of a moral issue defeated 
the South as much as did Federal arms. 

With this as a preamble, it is almost 
incredible that the United Nations has, in 
1956, been thwarted in its effort to impose 
a check on or investigation of slavery as 
practiced in the feudal desert countries 
of the Arabian peninsula. The Moslem 
religion raises no bar against it. 

The practices of thousands of years of 
possessing slave concubines, slave danc- 
ing girls, and a plurality of wives whose 
status usually is that of imprisoned harem 
women, makes difficult any real attack 
on the problem. There is such a narrow 
line between slavery and accepted status 
of servants, wives and household staff in 
the more feudal countries such as Yemen 
and Saudi Arabia, for example, that lit- 
in some cases at 
least, be difficult to discover. 

But the U.N. has reports of slave ships 
and of young girls being sold by their 
parents for use in harems or as household 
slaves and of boys being sold for servants. 
An effort was made to pass regulations 
calling for stopping and inspecting Arab 
ships suspected of carrying such cargo. 
The Arab states, with an assist from 
Soviet Russia, was able to defeat it. 

But in 1956 this story gives us pause 
to note and know there’s much to be done 
in the general field of human rights.

The County Gets Set 
For Access Highways 


Fulton County has committed itself 
in the matter of the four-lane, limited 
access highways, that some day will circle 
Atlanta. 

A. T. McDonald, the county’s public 
works director has announced the county 
has told the State Highway Department 
that it will pay the planning cost of these 
roads, and this accomplished, move in 
to protect the rights of way.

“4 Martha Berry Saw * 
And Alleviated Need 


(Dr. Allen is on vacation. His column today 
isaritten by Dr. Robert V. Ozment, pastor of the 
Methodist Church in Oxford, Ga.) 


The late Henry Ford frequently was called upon for financial 
aid. Once a young Georgia schoolteacher named Martha Berry asked 
Henry Ford for a contribution to help her fulfill a worthy dream. 


More than anything else she 
wanted to build a school where 
the young people of Georgia and 
neighboring states who had little 
or no money could continue their 
education. 


Henry Ford responded to her 
request, but in a most discourag- 
ing manner. He placed one dime 
in the hand of Martha Berry. 


To many people this would 
have been an insult, but it did 
not cause this enthusiastic school- 
teacher with a great vision to 
give up and quit. She decided 
to make the best of the resources 
available to her. 


She used the dime to buy pea- 
nuts. The peanuts were planted 
and the profits from the first 
harvest were used to buy more 
peanuts to plant. It was not long 
until she had enough profit from 
the dime to buy the school a 
piano. 

She sent a financial report to 
Henry Ford which clearly indi- 
cated the profits she had made 
from the dime he had given her. 


He was so impressed with the 
energetic spirit of Martha Berry 
that he made a visit to the school. 
He caught a vision of her idea of 
providing many poor. boys and 
girls with an opportunity to con- 
tinue their education. 

Before Henry Ford died he 
gave more than a million dollars 
to the Berry School in Rome, be

cause one woman refused to be- 
come discouraged and was will- 
ing to use the resources available 
to her.

What makes this energetic sor- 
tie significant is not the speeches 
which Stevenson and Kefauver 
delivered—they were few and 
brief—but the speeches they lis- 
tened to, the spirited enthusiasm 
which was manifest among near- 
ly ali of the party leaders and the 
professional skill with which the 
Stevenson-Kefauver campaign 
was being launched.

Tech Student Puffs 
Glass Into Shape 


MARJORY SMITH 
GLASS-BLOWING, contrary to a popular notion, doesn’t take 


The physics major carries only a half-time study load. He 
spends 25 hours a week at glass-blowing, making all sorts of 
special research and laboratory tubes and other apparatus for 
Tech’s Experimental Station and chemistry department. 
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TECH FORMERLY HAD to ‘‘send off’’ for such equipment 
from large glass companies. The college’s contract with Lilly 


Lilly occasionally finds spare time to blow a delicate bud 
vase, a glass bird or some Other novelty for his pretty wife, 
Maxine, or a friend. When his 15-month-old daughter, Robyn, is 
a little older he can make her special glass toys. 
| But mostly he sticks to ammonia tubes, 
and other research apparatus. The student keeps a huge 
stock of plain glass tubes which are the basis of more intricate 
pieces.. These range from pencil to jelly glass diameter—several 
hundred feet each of some 20 different sizes. 

Lilly puts on dark glasses against an intense flame of gas 
and oxygen which can reach 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit. He uses 
a carbon paddle, reamers and special tools to flatten glass. 

Nearest professional glass-blowers (with the exception of neon 
tube workers, who are in an entirely different category) are at 
the Savannah River project in Aiken, S.C.

Benny Buffington and I slipped through the 
chigger-infested undergrowth, into a ditch and 
down a steep bank to the lip of Lake Lanier.

In May, 1956, a group which was to become the Atlanta Voters Guild held its first meeting. 
The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the need for an organization devoted to understanding 
the operation of our two local governments, the City of Atlanta and Fulton County. An organization 
steering committee of twenty-seven was selected to name the group and draw up a charter. At a 
subsequent meeting in July, a constitution was adopted, officers were elected, and a name chosen. 
A charter incorporating the organization was granted August 20, 1956. 

The constitution established the new organization as non-partisan as to parties, candidates, 
and issues, and set as its purposes the study of the function and structure of the governments of 
Atlanta and Fulton County, and the citizen's responsibility to government.

At the organization meeting of the Guild, the members demonstrated their keen interest in 
local government by voting to begin work at once gathering information concerning the coming 
Democratic primary election. Discussion showed that members felt that information about the can- 
didates alone was not sufficient for proper evaluation of their ability to hold office; great interest 
was expressed in understanding the duties and powers of the various positions to be filled. 

Volunteers have searched through the U. S. and State Constitutions, textbooks, and source 
material, and personally interviewed lawyers and civic leaders in preparing the explanatory ma- 
terial presented. here. 

The information concerning the candidates was obtained through pers6nal interviews with 
each of them. Those who participated found it a most rewarding experience, a practical instance 
of a citizen’s ability to come closer to the processes of local government. 

Finally, all of the material has been put together and readied for publication by a large vol- 
unteer committee.

SUPERIOR COURT 


Atlanta Judicial Circuit 

The Superior Court, Atlanta Judicial Circuit, is a State Court. 
The Judges of the Court are nominated in the Primary by the 
voters of Fulton County but are elected by a state-wide vote in 
the general election. Fulton County is one of 36 districts and has 
nine Judges who may sit in other circuits in emergency when 
authorized by law. 

This state court has original jurisdiction over many criminal 
and civil cases; has exclusive jurisdiction in cases of divorce, 
criminal cases where offender is subject to loss of life or confine- 
ment to penitentiary; cases respecting titles to land; equity cases, 
and it is an appeal court for certain lower courts and may grant 
new trials on legal grounds. 

The salary is fixed in the Constitution at $6,000 from the 
State of Georgia. In addition the State pays $2,400 in subsistence 
and gives an $800 increment for each four years of service, up 
to $2,000. In addition, $7,200 is paid by Fulton County. The base 
salary is $15,600. 

Duties of Judges of Superior Court 

1. Presides over court in all 3 Divisions (Criminal, Civil and 
Domestic Relations). Two Judges are assigned to Criminal 
Division year-round to assure speedy trial of felonious crimes. 

2. Nine Judges appoint the Jury Commission, draw the Grand 
Jury, and appoint the Judge of the Juvenile Court. The Grand 
Jury appoints the Fulton County Board of Education. 

TERM OF OFFICE: 4 years, to be changed to 8 years if 
Constitutional amendment passes in November.

WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF THIS ELECTION? — the gen

eral election in November. Political parties may select their candidates in a number of ways...» 

by convention, caucus, appointment or election. For over 60 years the Democratic Party has c 
its candidates by primary elections. Democratic candidates for local offices seldom have any pone 


| sition in the general election; therefore, a victory in the primary usually means election. 


WHO IS IN CHARGE OF THIS ELECTION? | 

The Democratic Party in this state is organized into committees on various levels of govern- 
ment: 

State Democratic Committee has 121 members, some chosen in state convention; some ap- 
pointed and some serving by virtue of office. John Sammons Bell is chairman of this committee 
which sets up the rules for running for state offices in contest in this election. 

Fifth District Democratic Committee has 14 members who are appointed by the ee ae 
from this district. Murphey Candler Jr. is chairman of this committee which sets up the = 
the Fifth District Congressional election. The counties in the Fifth District are DeKalb, Fulton, 
and Rockdale. tt 

Fifty-Second Senatorial District Democratic Committee has 12 members who are appointe : y 
the state senator of this district. Mr. C. D. Thomas is chairman of this committee which makes 
the rules for the 52nd District state senatorial election. : 

Fulton County Democratic Committee has 62 members who are elected in the primary in the 
years when there is a gubernatorial candidate. The chairman is C. D. Drake. This committee sets 
up the rules for the Fulton County primary. 

These committees have the power to appoint nominees for the general election when any va- 
cancy occurs between the primary and the general election. 

HOW IS THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEES FINANCED? 

The rules and regulations of the various committees empower the treasurer of each to accept 
“contributions, assessments and loans.” Each candidate must pay a qualifying fee to belp defray 
the cost of the election in which he runs. These fees vary from election to election and from office 
to office. Judges of the Superior Court and solic itors-general, who are state as well as county 
officials, must pay fees to both the state and Fulton County Democratic Committees. 

WILL THERE BE A RUN-OVER? 

Not for county offices, since these are decided by a plurality vote. For Fifth District and 
state-wide offices, the winners are decided on the basis of the county unit vote. Where more than 
two offer and none receives a majority of the unit votes, a run-over must be held. In case of a tie 
the popular vote decides. 


FULTON COUNTY LEGISLATURE 


Term: 2 years. Maximum regular session: 40 days each year. 
Salary: $30 per day plus 10 cents per mile transportation. 


FULTON COUNTY LEGISLATORS HAVE THE POWER TO: 

1. Pass legislation affecting the fiscal operation of the City of Atlanta, such as: (1) Setting the 
upper limit of the tax rate; (2) Separating city finances from school finances; (3) Changing time 
of payment of taxes; (4) Raising salaries of city employees and creating new positions and setting 
salaries for them; (5) Raising or lowering pensions. 

2. Pass legislation affecting the fiscal operation of the County, such as (1) Passing a county 
budget law and creating new positions authorizei under it; (2) Raising salaries of Fulton County 
employees; (3) Setting and raising pensions for county employees such as judges and school teach 
ers; (4) Passing laws affecting county school finances. 

3. Pass legislation changing the form of city and county government, such as County Manager 
Bill and Plan of Improvement. 

4. Pass legislation affecting the duties and qualifications of elected officials of both City and 
County. 

5. Pass legislation establishing a city traffic court, setting the types of offenses to be tried, 
the judges necessary to administer it, their salary, method of appointment, and term of office. 

6. Pass legislation creating Citizens Boards. 

7. Pass legislation annexing outlying areas to the City of Atlanta, with or without, the consent 
of residents. 

8. Vote on legislation of State-wide nature, such as Home Rule. 

(This is only a partial list of the powers of the legislators, but it illustrates the relationship of 
the local delegation to city and county government..
